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1. A block of buildings 100 meters square at the intersection of 
Wavelska and Zwirke i, Vigury Streets quartered a high echelon 
air force headquarters. The block consisted of an old conerete 
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boullding with & or 9 stories and 2 flat roof, a three~story 
quartering building, garages and a small guardhouse, To the west 
these buildings were bordered by an olé4 three-story brick building, 
which was referred to as a naval testing station by the Pws, The 
buliding, which until mid-1945 housed the air force headquarters, 
was Teconditioned and newly equipped. This work was not conpleted 
by spril 1949. y 
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Gther buildings used by the air force headquarters included a 
Ueshaped, four-story house quartering junidr officers at the 
intersection of Grojecka and Opacsewska Streets; a four-story 
house also quartering junior officers of the air force headcuarters 
at the intersection of Piltrowa and Raszewska Streets, and an old 
vilia oceupied by 6 or 7 generals, including the commanding officer 
aaa headquarters, north of the northwestern corner of Fort 
“okotow, * 


3. Ukecle airficld was provided with three runvays intersecting each 

other. The sircraft used by the air force headquarters were housed 
in two hangars on the northwestern edge of the ficld. They were 
expected to be moved to the Varsaw-Bernerowo (R 53/P 99) airfield. 
Fotr of the hangars on the northeastern edge of the field had beon 
reconstructed, others were still being repaired. 4 barracks installa- 
ticn about 506 m square on the western border of the airfield 

25X1 quertered 400 to 500 soldiers, allegedly an air force school, 
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Sinsle-engine and twin-enzine aircraft were observed at the field; 
jet clanes were not observed, : 


Four new Large hangars and 20 to 30 three-story buildings and low 
wooten Duildings gquartering air force troops were observed northeast 
of txecte nirfield. 


Morty to fifty twinecnsine nireralt with sinzle rudder assenblies 
and Folish national markings and five or six sviept-back jet fishters 
fitted with cigar-shaped objects on their wince tins, were narsed in 
frort of the hangars of the field. Soviet emblems wore not seen on 
the aireraft., '* ' 


Since the fall of 1950 2 or 3 very fast aircraft, but mostly twine 
engine planes with nae rudder acsenbl tes and Polish national 
fiarkinges, were seen aloft southwest of Mokotow prison. Cecasionally, 
the sireraft flew in formation. .
